Matthew Webb had

For te next few years, Webb 
fave exhibltions of diving and 
endurance swimming. But, 
graduatly, his popularity and 
strength began to wane, until 
eventually, Ike 50 many herocs, 
he was almost forgotten.

Webb so missed the fame he 
had won by swimming — the 
Channel, that he decided to do 
something even more -sensd~ 
tional, sometiing that would 
enpture the imagination — of all

Tn 1993, the conqueror of the 
Channel announced — that he 
the most 
dificult swim of al time. He 
would endeavour to swim the 
rapids and — whirlpool below 
Niagara Falls, : 

All his Ufe, Matthew Webb 
had been creating sensations by 
hia acts of supreme ‘courage. 
Born in Shropshire, one of a 
family of twelve children, he 
Icarned to swim at the age of 
on, He was only len when he 
dived into the River Severn. to 
save one of his seven brothers 
from drowning.

Ast boy-sailer, he leaped 
into the River Mersey to save 
another life, and, In 1873, «while 
servings on the Channel steam- 
ship, Russia, he swam for nearly 
half an hour:in- a bid to rescue 
a seaman blown Into the sea by 
an Atlanule gale. His gallantry 
won him the first Stanhope gold 
medal awarded by the Royal 
Humane Socicly. 


All Webb's great fents were 
achleved) by his phenomenal 
swimming — powers, But the 
Niagara assault was a different 
matter. Everyone who had 
special knowledge of the Falls 
warned him that his plan could 
only be accomplished by the 
ateatest luck, mot by mere 
strength, endurance and skill, 
however avell combined. 


Webb thought otherwise. In 
an interview with the New York 
Herald, he sald: “I think I am 
strong enough ard | skilled 
enough to get through alone.” 


“People at Ningara Falls tell 
me that I will be simply com- 
mitting suicide. You ought to 
hear the blood-curdling stories 
that were relaied for my benefit. 
A year or two ago, a boy who 
was paddling around = In .the 
shore water was drawn Into the 
rapids and had his, head cut off. 
A girl fell‘ Into the river Inst 
summer from the, suspension 
bridge, and when her dead. bedy 
was picked up at the other end 
of the rapids It was: bereft: of 
all clothing, but a pair of 
stockings,” : 


“In 23 yenrs they say that 80 


persons have Jost their liver tn.

Explaining his Intentions, 
Webb at least showed that he 
had coolly considered =the 
dangers. ha was golng to face 
and had calculated his chances 
of overcoming them. His ahict 
problems, he said, were to avold 

cing drshed against subaqueous 
tocks and being drawn Into éhe 
middle of the whirpool, . 


At that time it was estimated 
that 90 million tons of water 
swept over the precipice every 
hour, The cataract plunges 
down with unimaginable velo- 


elty and renppears. about three. 


quarters of a mile lower down in 
boiling eddies, whieh dash 
aalnst the rocks on either bani 
and are hurled back in shoots 
which, converging, prodtce .2 
whirlpool about a quarter of a 
mile long,

But between the base of the 
cataract znd the rapids Hes a 
stretch of water as calm as a 
pool, over which a ferry boat 
can ply without danger. 


H was Webb's plan to dive 
Into this “pool, to float 
into the rapids, and then, by 
dint of sheer muscélar strength, 
to swim’ clear of rocks and 
whirlpool until he had reached 
a landing point several ‘miles 
downstream. 


“rhe captain estimated: that It 
veauld take him three or four 
hours to get out of the circle of 
the whirlpool, even if he kept, 
ts planned, on the edge of its 
widest clrcumference. While In 
the rapids, he sald, he would 
dive for as long as possible 
whenever he found the torrent 
too powerful, 


“The current, they say, Is 39 
m.p.h, and the river is 95ft deep. 
I am only afraid ‘of two awful 
ledges of polnted rocks which 
jut out from the shores into the 
whirlpool. The water fairly 
shrieks und hisses as it boils 
over them. 


“Now I want to avoid the 
sides’ and ‘yet. [ dare not’ go into 


the middle, for-there lics the 
vortex, and that means death.” 


Hundreds of people lined the 
banks of. the river on the ap- 
pointed day, Jyly, 24, 1883. 
Thelr chatter was drowned by 
the roar of falling waler whlch, 
for -miles around, could be 
heard ke « conjinuous rumble 
of thunder, : 


Al precisely four o'clock In 
{he ‘afternoon, Capt. Webb was 
rowed out tothe centre of the 
“pool” below Niagara Falls. On 
the way, ferryman John M'Cloy 
made one Inst effort to dissuade 
him’ from foolhardy enterprise. 
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Captain Webb lifted his hands dramatically and was then drawn under the 
water, never to be seen alive again. 


M'Cloy asked his passeriger 
how much moncy he had left 
from his profitable conquest of 
the Channel... Webb replied 
that he had about 15,000 dolars,
